Provide for the Marking of Imported Meat in Ireland, a.d. 1912. 


WHEREAS it is expedient that the sale in Ireland of imported 
frozen and chilled meat should be regulated, in order that 
the puhEc may know the meat they are purchasing : 

Be it therefore enacted hy the King’s most ExceUent Majesty 
6 by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled 
and by the authority of the same, as follows 


1. This Act may he cited as the Imported 
Chilled Meat (Ireland) Act, 1912. 


Brozen and Short title. 


10 2. This Act shall come into operation on the first day of Commeace- 

January one thousand nine hundred and thirteen, and shall apply mout and ei- 
to Ireland only. tout of Act. 


3 . The words imported frozen and chilled meat ” shall Dniinitiona. 
mean and include all dead meat, the flesh of cattle or sheep, or 
Id pork of any kind or age which shall he imported in a frozen or 
clulled state into any part of Ireland, excepting meat killed in 
Great Britain. 


4 Every person who either by himself or by any agent, Delivcyof 
servant, or other person employed hy him, sells imported frozen “woico wiih 
'111 or chilled meat^ killed beyond the Umits of Great Britain or 
Ireland, shall deliver with such meat to the purchaser an invoice, chilled 
stating that such meat is imported frozen or chilled meat, and 
the non-delivery of such invoice shall have the effect of warranty 
that meat sold without such invoice is not imported frozen or 
ohilled meat within the meaning of this Act; and every person 
Mio acts contrary to, and who does not duly observe and keep 
the provisions of this section, shall be guilty of an offence under 
this Act.

5 . ETery person who seUs hy auction, or offers for sale hy 
auctio; any "ported frozen or called m-thrU^ ^ 
limits of Great Britain and Ireland, shall, m addition to the 
p“*iot o? section four of this Act, at the time rf offermg 
such meat for sale announce in an andihle manner or ° 
fullv acauaint the persons attending such auction that the meat 
offeL hylim is imported frozen or e™®d -ato 

erery person who acts contrary to, or who does not duly ohseiw 
»d Imep the pmrisions of this section, shall he guilty of an 
offence tinder this Act. 

6 Every person who shall sell or supply or offer for sale 
any imported frozen or chaied meat to any

7. Every person who is guilty of an offence this Act 

shall he liable on summary conviction for the first offence 
fine not exceeding Jive pounds, and for the second any 
subsequent offence to a fine not exceeding hmnty pomids. 

8. When an employer is charged with an offence agmnst 20 
this Act he shall he entitled, upon information duly laid by to, 

to have any agent, servant, or other Pf ®®\ 
whom he charges as the actual offender, brought 1^®^“® 
court. at the time appointed for hearmg the charge, and if, totei 
the commission of the offence has been proved, the f^Pl®^®^® 
to the satisfaction of the court that he 

to enforce the execution of this Act. and that the ^ 
servant, or other person has committed the offence m qnestm 
against his orders or without his knowledge, consent, m con 
uLnce, the said agent, servant, or other person shtol he 
summarily convicted of such offence, and the emp y 
he exempt from any penalty beyond the payment of the 
of the proceedings.

meat for sale, m printed or painted capital letters not less than

0 chilled meat, and shall before selling or exposing for sale any 
such meat give notice m miting to the local authority that Im 
IS a dealer in such meat, and the place or places where he carries
